ce Item 9 was amended to read: 


"a. Agreed to the Chairman's proposal that the IAC 
organize a task force to study US intelligence require- 
ments and implications of any program designed to 
implement the President's proposal for a US-Soviet 
exchange of military blueprints and aerial inspection. 

It was noted that the intelligence assets of the community 
are more effectively utilized when requirements of this 
type are met through joint rather than individual effort. 


b. The Chairman's offer to have CIA chair this 
group was accepted. Members were requested to 
provide the Secretary with the names of their repre- 
sentatives on this task force, whose first order of 
business shall be to draft recommended terms of 
reference for LAC approval."

a. Approved as amended, It was agreed that NIE 11-10055 
should be made a Special National Intelligence Estimate, and that its 
distribution should be limited. 


b.. General Samford noted that the Air d no ree 
quirement for a coordinated estimate on in advance 
of the revision of NIE 11-6-54 now scheduled for the last quarter 
1955. (See Secretary's note 6 below. ) 
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Agreed to delay IAC consideration of this estimate until 
an Israeli Government has been formed, provided there is no 
inordinate delay in its formation.

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SECRETARY'S NOTES 


1, On 28 July, the National Security Agency designated 
Colonel Robert E. Schucraft, USA, as member, and Dr. Leslie 
Rutledge, as alternate, to serve on the IAC Ad Hoc Guided Missile 
Intelligence Survey Committee (IAC-D-81/12, Final, 19 July 1955). 


2. On 29 July, the Secretary informed the State-Defense 
Military Information Control Committee of the IAC's decision on 
the release to SHAPE of estimates of indications of Soviet ag- 
gression (IAC-M-205, item 6). 


3. On 1 August, the Secretary informed the Director, National 
Indications Center, of the IAC's decision on the direct receipt by 
the NIC of NSA material (IAC-M-205, item 7). 


4. No objection having been raised by a member, the Secretary 
has authorized release to USIA of NIE 63, 3-55 "Probable Developments 
in Laos," 26 July 1955, and NIE 82-55 ''Probable Developments in 
Guatemala," 26 July 1955 (IAC-M-~-205, Secretary's Note, item 5). 


5. The Secretary does not propose to release SNIE 11-10-55 
"Soviet Gross Capabilities for Attack on the US in 1965" to USIA. 
This matter will not be brought up at an IAC meeting except at the 
request of a member, 
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6. On 3 August, the IAC representatives agreed to complete 
the revision of NIE 11-6-54 by 29 November in order to time its 
completion with NSC review of basic national security policy and 
the budget. 
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
